— In exercise of the powers conferred on the 
Central Government by Soetion 3 of the Essential Suppliea 
(Temporary Powers) Act, 1946 (Act No. XXIV of 1946) 
and delegated to him in the Government of India, 
Ministry of Food Not fieation No. PY-603(2)-I, dated 
the 21st October, 1946 as continued under section 17 of 
the said Act, the Chief Commissioner, Ajmer-Merwara 
is pleased to make the following Order with the concur- 
rence of the Central Government : — 

1. Short title, Extent and Commencement. — (1) Thia 
Order may be called the Ajmer-Merwara Foodgrains Con- 
trol Order, 1948. 

(2) It extends to the whole of Ajmer-Merwara. 

(3) It shall come into force from the date of its publi- 
cation in the Gazette of India. 

2. Interpretations. — Ini thia Order unless there is any- 
thing repugnant in the subject or context, — 

(1) ‘ Controlled foodgrains * mean (a) wheat and 
wheat products (including atta, maida, rawa and 
suji), (b) Rice in the husk (paddy), (c) Rice 
husked, (d) Maize and its products, (e) Jowar 
and its products, (f) Bajra, (g) Gram (any 
variety) and its products (including crushed or 
broken gram), (b) Barley and its products (in- 
cluding crushed barley) (i) Ragi, (j) Arhar, 
(k) Masur, (1) Kodra, (m) Korre, (n) any mix- 
ture containing one or more of the foregoing 
foodgrains. 

(2) ‘ Controller ’ means the District Rationing Offi- 
cer, Ajmer-Merwara. 
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(3) ‘ Person ’ includes any company or association 
or body ot lnaiWiials whether incorporate or 
not. Individuals wUo- mess together shall be 
deemed to be one pci', son lor the purpose ul this 
Order. 

(4) ‘ Family ’ means a group ol persons who are joint 
in mess and under one head or manager. 

(5) ‘ Purchase in wholesale quantities ’ means pur- 
chase in quantities exceeding 20 (tvvenly) maunds 
in any one transaction and includes purchases 
by any one person on behalf ot another as a Com- 
mission Agent or as an Arhatiya. 

(6) ‘ fcjale in wholesale quantities ' means sale in any 
quantities exceeding 20 (twenty) maunds m 
any one transaction and includes sale by auy 
person on behalf ol another as a Commission 
Agent or Arhatiya. 

)(7) 1 Storage for sale in wholesale quantities ’ means 
storage in quantities exceeding 20 (twenty) 
maunds each food grains and m all 100 (one 
hundred ) maunds ! or the purpose of sale, whother 
in wholesale or retail and. includes storage by a 
personj on behalf ol another as a Commission 
Agent or as an Arhatiya. 

(8) ‘ ^Wholesale dealer ’ means a person who has been 
licensed to deal in controlled loodgrams in ac- 
cordance with this Order in wholesale quantities, 

(9) ‘ Retail dealer ’ means a dealer licensed in accord- 
ance with the provisions of this Order to purchase 

, sell or store lor sale controlled foodgrains in 
quantities less than wholesale quantities 
aa defined in, sub-clauses (5), (0) <ic (7) above. 

(10) ‘ Agriculturist 1 means any person who actually 
cultivates land himself or through the agency of 
servants or labour whcLher he possesses such laud 
as land-lord, tenant, mortgage or otherwise how- 
soever, but shall pot include a village Bohra of an 
agriculturist. 

8 . ( 1 ) No person other than a wholesale dealer or a 
retail dealer shall, without a written permission of the Con- 
troller, have in his possession on hit, behalf or on behalf 
of any other person,: — 

(a) A quantity of wheat in excess of two maunds and 
thirty seers and other eohtr oiled foodgrains 
weighing in all not more than If maunds per 
head in the town of Ajmer. 

(b) | A quantity of controlled foodgrains iu excess of 

2J maunds per adult and If maunds per child 
in the rest of the province of Ajmer-Morwara, 
provided that ne does not possess any controlled 
foodgrains in tire town of Ajmer ; and if he 
possess any quantity of controlled foodgrains in 
the town of Ajmer, the total quantity shall not 
exceed the limitations imposed by this sub-clauso : 

Provided that an agriculturist shall be exempt 
from the operation ol this clause in respect ol all 
controlled foodgrains which may be stored in 
quantity reasonably required for the mainten- 
ance of such agriculturists and his family mem- 
bers, till the harvesting of the following Kharif 
or Rabi as the ease may be and for bis bonafide 
seed requirements for the following Kharif or 
Rabi crop, as the case may' be. 


wholesale quantities as defined in clauses 2(5), (6) and 

(7) above, except under a licence for wholesale dealings 
issued under this order by the Controller or auy other 
Officer authorised by him in this behalf. 

(4) For the purpose of this order any person who 
stores controlled foodgrains in quantities exceeding 50 
(fifty 7 ) maunds shall unless the contrary is proved be deem- 
ed to store the foodgrain for purpose of sale. 

4. (i) Every wholesale lieencee shall deposit a security 
of Rs. 500|- in cash or N.H.C. or any other investment 
acceptable Lo Deputy Commissioner or District Rationing 
Officer, Ajmer-Merwara pledged in the name of Deputy 
Commissioner or District Rationing Officer, Ajmer- 
Mierwara for aud upto the period of the validity of the 
licence and shall also enter into an agreement with Deputy 
Commissioner or licence issuing authority to this effect 
as iu ‘ Form F ’, appended to this order. 

Frovided that the above condition shall also apply to 
all existing wholesale licmcees whose licence shall be liable 
to cancellation, if they have not so far deposited the above 
security. 

(ii) The Deputy Commissioner or any other officer 
granting the licence may forfeit a part or in whole the 
amount of security deposit for breach of any of the pro- 
visions of this order or any condition of the licence issued 
m his favour. 

5. Licences for retail dealings shall be in Form A and 
licences for •wholesale dealings shall be, in Form TJ of the 
Schedule appended below and shall specify, 

(a) the foodgrain or foodgrains in which the licmcee 
may deal, 

(b) the place or places at which the liceneee may 
cany on the licensed undertaking. 

6. Applications for retail aud wholesale licences shall 
be in Form C and D respectively of the schedule append- 
ed below and made to the Controller or any other officer 
authorised by him under clause 3 above, 

7. Subject to the provisions of clause 3(i) above, 

(i) a person receiving controlled foodgrains by way 
of rent, revenue or yield of any land shall dispose 
of such surplus stock of foodgrains by sale, or 
otherwise within thirty days from the receipt 
thereof. Any wholesale or retail dealer who 
without good reason refuses to purchase such 
foodgrains in such quantities as the Chief Com- 
missioner may in this behalf prescribe uill be 
liable to have his licence cancelled. 

(ii) Any person other than wholesale or retail dealer 
receiving controlled foodgrains as mentioned in 
clauso (i) above shall within a week from the date 
of receipt thereof suuinit a return of such con- 
trolled foodgrains to the sub-divisional officers 
of the area in which be receives the controlled 
foodgrains. 

(iii) No wholesale dealer or retail dealer shall pur- 
chase any controlled foodgrains from any person 
mentioned in clause (i) above at rates lower than 
those prescribed by the Chief Commisioncr, from 
time to time. 

8. All wholesale, dealers of foodgrains who receive surplus 
stocks referred to in clause 7 above shall maintain correct 
accounts of purchase and sales which will be open tq 
inspection by officers of Rationing, Police and Revenuo 
Departments. 

9. All wholesale dealers shall submit a list within ten 


,(JJ) No person shall purchase, sell or store for sale any 
controlled foodgrains in less than wholesale quantities, or 
engage in any undertaking which involves purchase, sale 
or storage for sale of any of the controlled foodgrains in 
loa« than wholesale quantities as defined in clause 2(5), 
Xifi) and (7) above, except under a licsnce for retail deal- 
ing issued by the Controller or any other officer authorised 
by him in this behalf. 

[(3) No person shall purchase, sell or store for sale any 
of the controlled foodgrains in wholesale quantities or en- 
gage in* any undertaking which involves purchase, sale or 
garage for sale of any of the controlled foodgrains in 


days from the date of promulgation of this Order of their 
existing godowns (owned, rented, hired or acquired iu any 
other manner* to store foodgrains) to the Controller or the- 
license issuing authority. They shall also submit to the 
Controller or tho Licence issuing authority information 
regarding all godowns vacated or new godows acquired,

10. (i) The Controller or any officer authorised by him, 
to grant licences under this Order may refuse to grant a] 
licence to any person who has been convicted of an offence! 
under the Defence of India Rules, The Essential ShppUea 
(Temporary Powers) Act, 1946 L (No, XXIV of 1946;), 
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Indian Penal ('ode. The Hoarding and Profiteering Pre- 
vention Ordinance or any other local or special Law, An 
appeal shall lie to the Chief Commissioner, if the Order 
has been passed by tbe Controller and to the Deputy Com- 
missioner in other eases. No appeal shall lie from Deputy 
Commissioner’s outers. 

(ii) The Controller or any other officer authorised by 
him to grant licences under this Order may cancel a licence 
on the licensee being convicted of any offence, under the 
Defence of India Rules, The Essential Supplies (Tempo- 
rary Powers) Act, 1948, No. XXTV of 1946), The Hoard- 
ing and Profiteering Prevention Order, 1943, The Indian 
Penal Code or any other Local or special Law or for any 
other reason lu be given in writing. An appeal against 
such an order shall lie to the Deputy Commissioner. 

11. The Controller or licence issuing authority may after 
making such enquiries as lie may think fit issue a new 
licence to deal in foodgrains in retail or wholesale in place 
of lost, misplaced or defacpd one on payment of a fee of 
Rs. 5|- provided that in cases of hardships the controller 
or the licence issuing authority may waive payment of 
thebe charges, Every person to whom a new licence has 
been issued shall, if he subsequently finds the lost one, 
forthwith return it to the said officers. , 

12. No person shall transfer to any other person the 
licence issued to himself. "When any person is in posses- 
sion of a licence and such posscssh n is not authorised by 
virtue of this Order, he shall forthwith deliver the same 
to the Controller or the licence isuing authority. 

13. (1) No person being the holder of a licence 
issued, or deemed to bo issued under this order, shall con- 
travene anv of tbe conditions mentioned in Form A, B 
and F and if such person contravenes any of the said 
conditions, then, without prejudice to any* other action 
that may be taken against him, his licence mav he cancel- 
led bv order of the Controller or the authority who has 
issued the licence, 

(21 Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-clause 

(1 ) tlie Chief Commissioner may in special circumstances 
without assigning any previous notice or without assign- 
ing anv reason, suspend or cancel a licence issued, or 
deemed to be issued under this order. 

14. Any officer of the Rationing Police and Revenue 
Departn "ut not below the rank of Sub-Inspector or any 
other official authorised bv tbe Deputy Commissioner or 
licence issuing authority may : — - 

(1) investigate into a ease of contravention of any 
of the Provisions of this order and for that pur- 
pose examine any person or summon him before 
himself for such examination, 

(2) inspect or cause to be inspected or order the 
production before himself of any book or other 
document belonging to or under the control of 
any person, 

(3) enter and search any premises, vehicles, vessels 
or aircrafts and seize anv article in respect of 
which be lias reason to believe that contravention 
of this Order has been, is being or is about to be 
committed or any other article which be has 
reason to believe has been or is intended to be 
used in connection with such contravention. 

15. Any properly in respect of which the trying court 

i.s satisfied that any of the provisions of this Order have 
been contravened may be ordered by that court to be con- 
fiscated to the Indian Dominion, 

16. This Notification replaces the Ajmer-Merwara 
Foodgrains Control Order. 1947 (Notification No. R|21, 
dated the 29th -Tulv. 1947 as subsequently amended bv 
Notification No, R|12, of 19tb March 1948, R[14 of 14th 
April 1948 and R[17 of 2nd dune 1948) from the date of 
publication of this Notifies! ion in the Gazette of India, 
Provided that anything done or deemed to have been done 
under any provisions of the Notifications replaced shall 
be deemed to have been done under tho corresponding- 
provision^ of this Order.
